The occaſton was, There was an aunctent laudable 
cuſtome, ſith Quintus Cincinatus dictatour, that two of 
the auncient ſenatours togyther ſhulde go with the cen⸗ 
ſure newly created, and the olde, in the month ** 
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foz to biſite all Rome: and they to call euety Romapne a⸗ 
parte alone, ſugwynge hym the. xii. tables of their lawes, 
and decrees of the ſenate, demandyng ok them 
ik they knewe any neyghbour in their quarter, that hadde 
bzoken theſe la wes. And if they dyd, it ſhulde be infogmed 
tothe ſenate. Jud there all to gyther to oꝛdeyne punyſhe⸗ 
mentaccozdpnge to the diuerſytye ofthe fautes that they 
commytted : But the fautes commytted that pꝛe⸗ 
pere, they myght not chaſtyſe, but to aduertiſe them 
to amende afterwarde. Ind all ſuche as were ones war⸗ 
ned, and in the nexte viſitation founde ſtylle vnamended, 
to be greuously punyſhed, and ſomtime banyſhed. Theſe 
were the wozdes ofthe la we in the. v. table and third cha⸗ 
iter: It is oꝛdeyned by the holy ſenate, by conſent of bliſ⸗ 
kull men, recepuing the auncient colonies, that if men bez 
e men in one pere do treſpas, the men as menne foz the 
ude pere (Hall diſſimule and fozbere: but if they that be yl 
Ake do not amend, they that be good as good, hal cha⸗ 
e them. Alſo the ſayd law ſaith: the firſt fautes are ſuf- 
fred, bicauſe they are cõmitted with weke ignoꝛãce: but if 
they cõtinue them, þ they be chaſtiſed, bicauſe their yll co⸗ 
meth ot llouth a malice. This inquiſition was euer made 
inthe moneth of Decebze, bicauſe that ſoone after in the 
month of Janiuer the offices of Rome were diuided. And 
it was reaſon, that they ſhuld knowe to whom they ſhuld 
giue 02 denye their dignities: to thentent that good ſhuld 
not be choſen in ſtede of yl, no2 the yl in ſtede of good. The 
ar cauſe why they banyſhed the man # his wife with 
doughter was this: The ſecond emperour of Rome 
Auguſt oꝛdeined, that none ſhuld be ſo hardy to pis at any

(Than the cenſures ſeinge the pll oꝛder, that they had foũd 
in the the houſe of the ſaid ys Ven by the regeſters, by 
due eramtnatio, being warned afoze, they were baniſhed 
into theyles of Cyctll, fo: as long as it ſhuld pleaſe the ſe⸗ 
nate. And lyke as in edifices, ſumptuous and of greatte 
eſtimat ion, one ſtone is not decayde oꝛʒ wzythed out with⸗ 
out ſhakynge oz mouynge of an nother : euen lyke wyſe 
is it in the chaunces of menne.

This moztalitie 
dured the ſpace of two yeres, and it was vniuerſalle tho- 
rough out all Italy, tothe great domage and feare of all 
theRomains,foz they thought that the goddis wold haue 
diſtroyed them, foz ſome diſpleaſure that they had done a⸗ 
gainſte them. There dyed ſoo many, as well of great eſtar, 
asryche and pooze, greate and ſmall, pong and olde, that 
the wziters had leſſe trauayle to waite the (mall nombze of 
theym that were {lefte alyue, than to wꝛyte the multitude 
of them that were deed. Lyke as whan a great buyldynge 
wyll falle, firſte there falleth ſome ſtone : Jn lyke wiſethe 
Romayns neuer had no great peſtilence in their tyme, but 
firſt they were thzetned with ſome token, ſigne, oz pꝛodigie 
kro heuen. Two pere befoze that Haniball centred into - 
talye, in an euenynge, whan the wether was clere z faite, 
ſodepnely it rayned bloudde and mylke in Rome. Ind it 
was declared by a woman, that the blode betokened cruel 
warre, and the mylke a moztall peſttlence. w han Scilla 
tetourned from Champapne, to put Marius his ennemie 
out ot Rome, his men of warte and knyghtes ſawe in a 
nyght a fountayne that ranne bloudde, and who ſoo euer 
was bathed therin, ſemed to be poyſoned with venyme. 
Df the whiche pꝛodigie folowed, that of. ii. C. and. l. M. 
dwellers in Rome, what with theym that dyed with t 
werde, and other conſumed by peſtilence, were conſumed 
with Dcilla,and of them that fledde 1 
4 tits aydse 
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ſaid greate multitude ofRomapns, there abode alpue no 
mo but. rl. M. perſons. Certaynely Rome neuer recetued 
ſo great domage in. bi. C. yeres befoze, as they dydde by 
thetr owne pꝛopꝛe people. All the tyzauntes were neue ſoo 
cruell ageinſt ſtrange landes, as the Romapyns were than 
ageinſt their owne pꝛopꝛe landes. Ind this ſemethe to be 
true, bycauſe the ſame day þ Sylla paſſed thzough Rome 
with his blody lwerde, a capitayn ot his ſayd to hym: Su 
Scylla, if we ſlee them that beare armour in the feldes, 4 
chem that bere no armour in their houſes, with whom ſhal 
we lyue?
